Berlin Newspapers Suspended. 

Berlin newspapers, with the ex- 
ception of the socialist organs, were 
prevented from appearing Saturday 
as a result of the sudden strike pro- 
claimed.

Scheid and Ring were convicted 
on two charges—violation of the 
navigation regulations of the inter- 
allied waterway commission and 
falsely representing cognac as wine, 
The prosecution asserted the de- 
fendants had conspired to bring to 
Coblenz by boat from Openheim, 700 
eases of cognac, valued at a mil- 
lion marks, the shipment being 
without a manifest or proper bill 
of lading. The government counsel 
maintained that the cognac was in- 
tended for American soldiers, and 
that the defendants were seeking 
to evade the military police and the

when the A.-A, reaches the States 
every man is anxious for the re- 
turn. For three months the divi- 
sion has been stationed in the tenth 
training area, with division head- 
quarters at Prauthny (Haute 
Marne). The stay in this area has 
been devoted to intensive training 
and the time has not been lost. 
Many of the men in the division 
now are replacements, who took 
the place of casualties from the 
Argonne-Meuse drive, and had re- 
ceived little training when they 
joined the division. During the vast 
three months these men have i{m- 
proved until now they are snappy 
soldiers and the old division will 
present just as good an appearance 
when it hits the States as it did 
last spring when it marched 
through the streets of Atlanta. 

Many familiar faces will be missed 
by Atlantans. should the division 
be returned to Camp Gordon. In 
addition to the manv officers and 
men who “paid the supreme price” 
there are both officers and men who 
will remain in France after the 
division has sailed. 

These have signified their desire 
to enter the regular army and will 
be assigned to units that will re- 
main in France for some time long- 
er. 

In addition to the number of men 
and officers who will remain vol- 
untarily in Europe, many of the 
officers who already belong to the 
regular army will remain as there 
is a limit to the number of regular 
army Officers that may accompany 
a unit home. 

Pass Through LeMans. 

Outfits that are ordered home are 
first sent to LeMans, where they 
are released from the A. E. F. and 
placed under the command of Ma- 
jor General Harboard, commanding 
general S&. O. S. Every soldier 
who returns to the states passes 
through this. great clearing sta- 
tion before he is allowed to embark. 

At LeMans the government has 
built a tremendous plant in order 
to facilitate the handling of troops.

Before an organization leaves Le- 
Mans every man is deloused and is 
given an entire new outfit and the 
Old clothes and equipment are sal- 
vaged. Then his service record js 
checked up and he is paid off and 
after a thorough physical exami- 
nation is declared ready for Sailing. 

After the cleaning and re-equip- 
ing of the organization. should there 


be a delay in orders to sail, the 
command is given intensive training.

Rome, March 2.—All the deputies 


| were present at the opening ses- 


sion of the chamber of deputies 
Saturday to hear Premier Orlando ~™ 
outline Italy’s foreign policy. The 
diplomatic, military and press trib- 
unes were.crowded to their capac- 
ity.

When Influenza Raged 
and Wounded American 
Soldiers Poured In. 
Chaplain Ayres, How- 

« ever, Says Some of Hor- 
ror Stories Are Untrue. 


Washington, March 2.—Denial of 
many reports of bad conditions at 
the army debarkation camp at Brest, 


France, coupled with a graphic de-! 


scription of the terrible days there 
_when, despite the ravages of the in- 
fluenza epidemic, American troops 
were being rushed to France to help 
hurl back the German army, is con- 
tained in a letter from Chaplain W. 
B. Ayers, of the navy, who served 
eight months at Brest. 


Chaplain Ayers, who has just re- 
turned from France, says Brest has 


proved a healthful camp in spite of 
the mud and almost continuous rains 
experienced during the * winter 
months and that there has been no 
initial epidemic there. Approxi- 
mately 2,000 soldiers. died there from 
influenza, but the chaplain says that 
‘in practically all of these cases 
these men were brought ashore with 
the disease from transports.” 


Personal Interest in Brest. 

“OU pon my return to America from 
France,” the chaplain’s letter says, 
“I find the newspapers filled with 
recrimination and widespread criti- 
cism concerning conditions at Brest. 
I happen to have a personal interest 
in Brest and some knowledge con-

“TIT maintained an office in Brest 
through the worst period, both re- 
garding climatic and military con- 
ditions. nade it my business to 
acquaint myself, so far as possible, 
with all matters of welfare pertain- 
ing to the army and the navy.

“When the army moved into 
France it-did so as a huge, in large 
part, new organization, breaking 
virgin soil.

Washington, March 2.—Forty per

It was just after lunch, and 
he was resting his mind from the 
of eighteen hours daily 
last by watching a 
soldier companion, Sigmund Iwano- 
ski, an artist well known in the 
United States, play solitaire. 

“Il am feeling better now,” he said 
in his familiar style. ‘“‘Poland is be- 
ginning to see daylight. We have 
lots of trouble ahead, but thanks to 
the allies, some of our bright future 
is behind us. Poland has to fight 
for this bright future, and we shall 
fight. If we perish, you will per- 
ish too. 

“It is not an individual peril, but 
a peril for civilization, for the aim 
of the entire Christian civilization-- 
pei and work—will not kill Bol- 
shevism, as far as we are concerned, 
because you cannot have peace and 
organize prosperity with your next- 
work-

to destroy our factories as quickly 
as you can build them. Most people 
like to get money without working, 
and that is what Bolshevik Russia 
offers.” 

Poland to Have Strong Army. 

When asked if he was able to rec- 
oncile the Polish army of 350,000 
with the league of nations, M. Pade- 
rewski replied: 

“Yes, certainly, and 1 am in sym- 
pathy with that plan. Poland’s army 
is to be recruited for such time 4s is 
necessary to restore order on our 
frontiers. It will be ,an army of 
peace and order, or policemen, if you 
will, the same as the United States 
called up to protect its border along 


Mexico from outrages. 

“We do not seek any quarrel. We 
shall be delighted to see this pac- 
ific plan worked out. It is exactly 
our idea as regards Poland’s future 
which are entertained by President” 
Wilson, providing also that an or 
ganization can be built up capable 
of enforcing the mandates of such 
a court. 

“If humamity be organized ac- 
cording to President Wilson’s prin- 
ciples, an international army will 
be a corollary, and if the peace con-: 
ference adopts these principles we 
surely will accept its judgment. We 
trust the peace conference, we are 
firmly convinced that its final ver- 
dict will be that of perfect equity. 

“At the same time we are living 
human beings, and it is unthink- 
able that we maintain the attitude 
of motionless objects while being 
attacked. We were attacked at 
Lemberg, which has been Polish for 
a thousand years. It is now popu- 
lated by Poles, and the nation and 
government have been forced to de- 
fend their sacred rights. 


Polish Attitade Justified. 


“Our attitude is the more justi- 
fied as the enemy has been organe- 
ized and is led by German officer 
with whom we made an agreemen 
after the allied-German armistice 
was concluded in November. The 
country south of Lemberg is half 
Polish, and the rest Ruthenian. 

“It is an oil fight from the point 
of view of a commercial people, who 
see use in fighting only when 
money is involved. The same ap- 
plies to the Teschen coal fields. For 
the Czechs it is a coal fight, for us 
one of race. 

“In the United States, Masaryk 
(president of the Czecho-Slovak re- 
public), told me that there would 
never be any discord between the 
two nations about territory. How- 
ever, he said: ‘We need coal. You 
can have the surface ground, but 
we want what is underneath.’ 

“You Americans, now that the 
war is over, conlude that the Ger- 
mans are repenting, that they 
are exactly the same kind of people 
as yourselves, It is a very dis- 
astrous error for us at present. | 

“It is evident that the Germans 
consider themselves victors on the | 
eastern front and are planning the 
economic domination of Russia by 
selling arms to the Bolsheviki, 
which epidemic will cease when it 
runs its coursé. The probable end 
of Russia will be dictatorship, with 
some other Trotzky, Lenine or Ho- 
henzollern§ type. Your advice to 
us not to fight is good advice for 
a dying man, but not for a man|§ 
who wishes to live and enjoy lib- 
erty. We have to protect certain 
institutions. 

“Ore the whole, [I am optimistic 
about Poland’s future.’

GOVERNORS ARRIVING 
FOR WILSON ADDRESS 


Washington, March 2.—State gov- 
ernors and mayors of the larger 
cities over the country began ar- 
riving in Washington today to at- 
tend the white house conference for 
discussion of business and labor 
conditions. The meeting will open 

the morning with an address by 
President Wilson and sessions will 
continue until Wednesday. 

Twenty-one governors have ac- 
cepted invitations to attend the con- 
ference and twenty-four others 
have announced that they will send 
representatives. One hundred and 
eleven mayors have announced their 
intention of attending, while 43 
others will be represented by dele¢- 
gates. 

In addition to the list of speakers 
for the conference already ‘made 
public, it was announced tonight 
that John Hays Hammond would 
speak Wednesday on domestic and 
foreign commerce. 

Secretary of Labor Wilson, who 
called the convention, will speak 
tomorrow and impress upon he 
state and municipal officials ‘the 
importance of doing everything 
possible to avoid unemployment. He 
will speak of the great need of a 
system of co-operation between the 
states, municipalities and the fed- 
eral government and will urge the 
making of a program which will 
lead toward stabilization of labor.

THE GOOD ROADS WAY. 


“Take the good roads route to 
the live towns.” | 

That’s the direction of the com- 
mercial traveler, who knows every 
progressive town and county by 
heart—the drummer with the or- 
der book, and the man with money, 
seeking investment. 

And “the simple reason” for good 
roads is given in this editorial para- 
graph from The Albany (Ga.) 
Herald: 

“Good counties will never be sat- 
isfied with poor roads. Poor coun- 
ties will never have good roads, for 
the simple reason that when a coun- 
ty gets good-roads it ceases to be a 
poor county. The surest index to 
a county or section is its highways, 
and it is the index by \which most 
observers judge.”

manent highways, adds that— 

“The more experience the people 
of south Georgia have with bad 
roads, the more do they. seem dis- 
posed to bring to an issue the ques- 
tion which agitates many states just 
now—the question of ‘roads that 
won't wear out.’ It costs more to 
build a good road than a poor road 
costs, but it costs more to use the 


poor one.” 

The citizens of every county from 
which business has been diverted 
becaus3 of ill-kept highways, are 
coming to take that view of it— 
“the high cost of poor roads.” 

And t’s why the good roads 
campaign is making such headway 
now: As a simple business propo- 
sition it is coming home to the 
people. 


PIGS AND PROFIT. 


While giving south Georgia the 
principal part of the credit for ad- 
vancement in the hog and cattle- 
raising industry, The Commerce 
(Ga.) News tells of “decided ad- 
vancement” in its own section. 

In a review of what has been 
done in the “hog campaign” which 
was inaugurated by The News four 
years 1go, the paper says: 

“We believed four years ago that 
this section needed to grow more 
hogs. We advocated pure-bred hogs. 
Then they were few and far be- 
tween, now they are found on every 
farm. The razor back hog has dis- 
appeared. Then we ran want ads 
by farmers who wanted to buy 
pure-bred pigs. Now we carry al- 
mést every week want ads from 
farmers who want to sell pure-bred 
pigs. Thus the industry has grown 
in a few years until the supply of 
pure-bred pigs is possibly in excess 
of the demand.” 


But it is pointed out that it is 
not in excess cf what the demand 
considering the 
great advantages possessed in 
grasses, water and climate, and the 


wide advertisement which is — 


hogs are being raised on a large 
scale, and may be had at reason- 
able prices. 

Says our Commerce contempo- 
rary: 

“A dozen good farmers in every 
community could combine and ship 
together a car at a time. We will 
reach that point before many years. 
Why not begin now to plan for it? 
The first step to be taken is to sow 
rye and grasses for grazing. If 
north Georgia will join hands with 
south Georgia this state will soon 
stand head in hog production.” 

There is nothing like keeping the 
matter of greater hog production 
well before the peéople—like the 
Commerce paper has been doing 
right along. It keeps a faithful 
record of the work which is being 
done in the hog campaign it origi- 
nated; it is in line with all pro- 
gressive plans for betterment of the 
stock-raising industry in all its 
branches, and results speak for the 
work it has done and is doing. 


CODY’S VINDICATION. 


The complete and unanimous vin- 
dication of the record of William B. 
Cody, head of the Atlanta fire de- 
partment, by the board of firemas- 
ters, which gave a thorough and an 
exhaustive hearing to the charges 
preferred against the chief, is as 
gratifying to the rank and file of 
the citizens of Atlanta as it must be 
to the chief himself. 

Throughout the long hearing of 
the cause there was an evident and 
commendable disposition on the 
part of the tribunal before which it 
was tried to Jet in all possible light 
and to get at the facts. : 

These, according to the verdici, 
were all in the chief’s favor to an 
extent that precluded any decision 
other than an absolute vindication. 
When rumors of the charges first 
reached the ears of Chief Cody he 
requested an investigation of them, 
saying, to the city of Atlanta: 

“I want a complete and thorough 
investigation of my administration. 
If I am guilty, throw me out. If 1 
am not, I want to be allowed to deal 
with the men who have ciiculated 
these reports.” 

He has been found “not. guilty.” 
His administration as fire chief has 
been approved. 

And now the chief should be giv: 
en full and complete power to man- 
age the department and deal with 
its personnel in the manner that 
seems to him most efficacious in the 
interest of good service. At the 
Same time he should be held, as he 
desires to be, to strict accounta 
bility for the results of his policies. 
Give him a free rein to run his 
department without outside inter- 
ference, and hold him responsible. 

And the same rule should be ap- 
plied to every department of the 
public service. 


UNFRIENDLY ADVICE. 


Leaders in the woman suffrage 
movement in Massachusetts, eager 
for favorable action by the legisla- 
ture now in session, are consider- 
ing the advisability of a straw vote 
among the women of the state, 
some of the opposing legislators 
having said that if they could be 
shown that the women of Massa- 
chusetts really want the ballot 
they, the legislators, would vote to 
give it to them. a 

The Springfield (Mass.) Union, 
itself opposed to equal suffrage, 
sarcastically advises against that 
course, but counsels more militant 
and more objectionable methods, 
“If,” says The Union— 

“the advocates of suffrage want to 
put the thing over their wisest course 
is to oppose the straw vote idea... 
Let them organize their most mili- 
tant members and descend upon the 
legislature in force, using such 
methods on each individual member 
as seems best calculated to make 
him swallow his own convictions on 
the subject. Let them leave nothing 
undone to make it appeal that ev- 
erybody wants equal suffrage, that a 
reference to the women is prepos- 
térous and without any constitu- 
tional justification, and above all 
else, threaten with political extinc- 
tion any member who shall dare to 
vote against the amendment. Any 
number of legislators will bear wit- 
ness that such methods are very ef- 
fective.” 

That is precisely what the good 
women of Massachusetts should 
not and will not do if they want to 
prove themselves to be worthy the 
ballot. : 

It is what the opponents of suf- 
frage want them to do; but itis not 
the thing that will bring victory to 
their cause. 

Victory for woman suffrage is in- 
evitable in this country, as it is 
everywhere else in the civilized 
world; but it is going to be won, 
rot by force nor by coercion in any 
form, but by sound reasoning, dig- 
nified appeal and demonstration of 


worthiness.

Editor Constitution: Appearing in your 
columns Saturday was an article from the 
representatives of the James M. Smith es- 
tate, relative to the indebtedness of the 
Tabernacle Baptist church to the above es- 
tate. 

As one of the indorsers on the mortgage 
note may I say a word in our defense 

We have no unkind feeling for the gentle- 
men. They are servants of the law, and in 
pursuance of their duty as administrators 
are making effort (as they should do) to 
close up the estate. We are very sorry in- 
deed that it is not possible for us to pay 
them all we owe. The debt is a just one 
and nothing would give those of us, who 
were the contractors of the debt, more 
pleasure than to be able today to pay the en- 
tire amount. At the time of making it we 
had reasonable hope to be able to liquidate 
the entire amount, and probably would have 
done so before the maturity of the mort- 
gage, if our plans had not been frustrated. 

We have made several appeals to the pub- 
lic from time to time, but every time for 
a different purpose.” And to operate a 
work such as the one we are engaged in 
requires constant .attention and frequent 
changes are necessary in order to meet the 
ever-changing conditions. 

The last appeal, known as the ‘‘dollar’’ 
campaign, was a disappointment. We ex- 
pected to get in not less than $40,000, prob- 
ably more, but as a matter of fact, we 
received less than $14,000.

FOR TAX INCREASE 


Bonds and Greater Rev- 
enue Needed If Atlanta 
Is to Make Progress, 
Says Miss Julia T. Rior- 
dan. 


Votes for the tax increase and for 
the bond issue are urged in a com- 
munication just received by The 
Constitution from Miss Julia § T. 
Riordan, chairman of the publicity 
committee of the Atlanta Teachers’ 
association. 

Miss Riordan claims that the first 
thing a father asks when he plans 
to move to another city is about 
the condition of the schools. Later 
he will ask about the tax rate, she 
Says. 

In her statement she stresses the 
present lamentable condition of the 
school buildings, the poor salaries 
paid to teachers, and the improve- 
ments needed ig many other city 
departments. 

“Take Atlanta from 
the list and put her at the top where 
she ought to bé,” she says, “and 
Our real estate men will not have 
to worry about property values, nor 
Our good citizens about losses in 
population and industry. The days 
of Atlanta’s real growth and pros- 
perity were the days when her tax 
rate was $1.50.” 

Miss Riordan’s Statement. 


Miss Riordan’s statement is as 
follows: 


It is very regrettable that influential] citi- 
zens such as Judge George Hillyer and the 
members of the real estate board have ex- 
pressed themselves publicly as opposed to 
the proposed increase in the city’s tax 
rate. At this time, when the welfare of 
the community is at stake, it is unfortunate 
that any opposition should develop. Our

-| people have always been willing to make 


personal sacrifices for any good cause, and 
it is difficult to believe that there are any 
loyal citizens who are not willing now 
to mnake a sacrifice in order to improve 
conditions in our public schools. 

Is it possible that these gentlemen do 
not realize that the fate of our schools 
hangs in the balance? Do they not know 
that the increase in the tax rate is the 
only way to provide additional funds for 
increasing the teachers’ salaries and making 
other necessary improvements in the schools? 
Hundreds of mothers in Atlanta will testify 
to the fact that their children are suffer- 
ing daily losses now because of the disor- 
ganized conditions resulting from the de- 
parture from our schools, during the past 
year and a half, of more than three hundred 
of our teachers. Many of those who have 
remained with us up to the present time 
are studying at night to fit themselves te 
accept more remunérative work; and these, 
too, will leave us soon unless conditions 
are improved and galaries increased at once. 
How can we hope to retain our teachers 
when other lines of work are open to them 
at double the salaries they now receive and 
when other cities, in their efforts to fill 
vacancies in their schools with good teach- 
ing material, are offering salaries far high- 
er than Atlanta pays? 

Do the members of the Atlanta réal es- 
tate board think that city property will ‘en- 
hance, or even retain its present value, if 
our public schools go to pieces? Do these 
gentlemen not know that the most valuable 
asset that any city can have is a good 
system of public schools; and that no city 
ever rises above the level of its education- 
al institutions? When tfle average man 
thinks of moving to a new city to make 
his home there, aad rear his children, the 
first question he asks is: ‘‘Are the schools 
good?” Later on he may ask about the 
tax rate; but if he is a man of intelli- 
gence, he knows that good schools can not 
be had without money, and that the city 
with the lowést tax rate can not possibly 
have the best schools. 

Judge Hillyer dods not know the women 
of Atlanta if he thinks that those who own 
property here would oppose the tax increase 
if they had the vote. The women of At- 
lanta wonld never save a dollar at the 
expense of the children. 

Effects of This Policy. 

A certain city official stated several 
months ago that he believed in getting the 
cheapest teachers on the market. I wonder 
if the men who are opposing the tax in- 
crease realize that the effects of such a 
policy toward our schools are far more 
hurtful to the city’s interests than any in- 
crease in the tax rate could possibly be? 
Our schools are on the point of disintegra- 
tion as a result of this policy; and it is 
going to take time and money, as well as 
the sympathetic co-operation on the part 
of all public-epirited citizens, before we 
can again feel that the children of Atlanta 
are being given a square deal. 

Start the good work now. Raise the tax 
rate. Put the teachers on a salary sched- 
ule that we will not be ashamed to publish 
to the world. Prove that the statement 
quoted does not represent the ideals of our 
people; that we want the best, not the 
cheapest teachers for our children. Good 
schools are impossible without good teach- 
ers; and the value of a good teacher to the 
community can not’ be estimated in dollars 
and cents. Show tgat our people recognize 
this fact by paying the teachers’ salaries 
commensurate with the work they have to 
do. Take Atlanta from the foot of the 
list and put her at the top, where she 
ought to be; and our rea] estate men will 
not have to worry about property values,

about the hundreds of Atlanta’s children

makes no adequate provision for them. View 
all these evidences:of your-civic ideals; and, 
if you are satisfied, then vote against the 
tax increase and vote against the bonds. 

But if you are not satisfied—and I can 
not believe that Judge Hillyer or a single 
member of the Atlanta real estate board 
will be—then vote for the tax increase 
and the bonds, and use your influence to

That over 47,000 former inmates 
of American prisons rallied to the 
support of the Stars and Stripes and 
served in the armed forces of the 
nation during the war against Gere 
many, was the declaration Sunday 
of Dr. F. Emory Lyons, founder and 
superintendent of the Céntral How- 


ard association, of Chicago, in an 
address at the federal penitentiary, 
The organization conducts uphft 
work in the interest of paroled prise 
oners. * 

Dr. Lyons will hold a private cone 
ference with Atlanta businéss men 
Monday night, to take steps toward 
organizing an Atlanta branch of the 
association. 

In his speech Sunday, he told of 
the important part paroled prisone 
ers could live in the interest of their 
country, and of the patriotism of 
prison inmates during the late 
struggle. 

“Replies from numerous questione 
naires I sent out,” he said, “show 
that prisoners in American jails sub. 
scribed, during the war, a total af 
$178,000 in Liberty bonds. This igs 
conclusive proof that men who have 
suffered for violations of the law 
have not become so hardened as to 
be indifferent to tKHeir country ig 
time of need. 

“A crime wave nearly always fole 
lows in the wake of wars. It has 
already begun in England, where 
juvenile court records show 
deliquencies have increased 35 per 
cent. There are indications that it 
will follow in America. There ig

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CATARACT—AND THE EYE. 

Cataract is an opacity—a lack of 
transparency—of the crystalline 
lens. We all wear glasses. The cry- 
stalline lens is a powerful double 
convex lens placed just behind the 


pupil of the eye and its convexity 
is automatically altered (at least in 
the first half of life) for focusing 
the eye for varying distances. As 
we grow more dignified, that is stiff, 
unbending, hard of heart and hard 
of artery the crystalline lens par- 
takes of the general hardening, and 
in some instances it overdoes the 
thing a bit, so that its substance 
undergoes a degeneration which ren- 
ders it more or less opaque to ijight, 
and that constitutes cataract. Cata- 
ract is not, as many imagine, a new 
growth or membrane that forms on 
the eyeball. It is simply a blurr- 
ing of the eyeglasses we all wear. 


Although it usually occurs in per- 
sons along in years, sometimes in- 
fants and children have cataract 


produced by some hereditary condi- 
tion or by injury to the eye. 


In the early stage of cataract the 
casual observer can note no change 
in the appearance of the eye, but 


the patient merely notices an in- 
creasing difficulty in reading. Some- 
times the patient notices that images 
are doubled, a light appearing as 
two lights, for example. Exposure 
to'sunlight dazzles, and the patient 
finds that vision is best in a rather 
dull light. Many cataracts do not 
greatly impair vision and require 
no treatment, especially when they 
happen to be limited to the borders 
of the lens, leaving a fairly clear 


céntral portion. It is an unfortt 
nate popular notion that cataract 
necessarily means approaching 
blindness. This is incorrect for we 
know that cataract may cause only 
moderate impairment of sight and 
never’ become complete. ‘

There are five great words typl- 
fying men’s various ideas of gov-

How to Make Out Your Suceava 
Tax Report 


By Joseph A. Blondell. 


Reports required of— 

A single person whose gross income for the year 1918 was $1,000 
Or more must file a report. 

A married person whose gross income for the year 1918 was $2,000 
or more must file a report. 

If a husband and wife living together whose gross incomes added 
exceed $2,000, each shall make a return, unless the income of both 
is. included in one report. 


PERSONAL EXEMPTION. 


A single person is allowed a personal exemption of $1,000. 

A married person or head of family is allowed a persona] exemp- 
tion of $2,000. 

A married person not living with husband or wife is allowed a 
personal exemption of $1,000. 

An additional exemption of $200 is allowed for each child or each 
person (other than husband or wife) dependent upon and receiving 
his chief support from the taxpayer, if such dependent person is 
under 18 years of age, or is incapable of self-support because men- 
tally or physically defective. 

A husband and wife living together are entitled to but one per- 
sonal exemption of $2,000; and in case they make separate returns, 
the personal exemption of $2,000 may be taken by either or divided 


between them. 
THE TAX. 


Six per cent on net income not over $4,000 (after deducting the 
exemption). 

Twelve per cent on net income over $4,000 (after deducting the 
exemption); that is, first $4,000 is taxable at 6 per cent, and all over 
first $4,000 is taxable at 12 per cent), 

The surtax, formerly called additional tax, which is in addition to 
the normal tax, is imposed at graduated rateg upon the entire net 
income in excess of $5,000, as follows: 

1 per cent on the netdfficome between $5,000 and $6,000 

2 per cent on the net income between $6,000 

3 per cent on the net income between $8,000 

4. per cent on the net income between $10,000 

5 per cent on the net income between $12,000 
the surtax rate increases 1 per cent for each $2,000 up to $100,000; in 
other words, on a net income between $98,000 and $100,000 the rate is 
48 per cent, 

TIME AND PLACE FOR FILING REPORT. 


Reports made on the basis of the calendar year must be filed on or 
before March 15, 1919, unless an extension of time is granted, as was 
the case last :vear. 

Returns must be made to the collector for the district in which is 
located the legal residence or principal place of business of the person 
making the report, 

PAYMENT OF TAXES. 
The tax is payable in four equal installments, as follows: 
First Installment—At time of filing report. 
Second Ifstallment—l5th day of third month thereafter. 
Third: Installment—l15th day of sixth month thereafter. . 
Fourth Installment—l15th day of ninth month thereafter. 

If the full tax is paid at the time report is filed and provided the 
tax is not over $200 a discount of 1 per cent 1s allowed.

ACCORDING 10 WILSON ’ 


Washington, March 2.—President 
Wilson tonight told a delegation 
from the American Jewish congress 
that he was persuaded that the al- 
lied nations, with the fullest con- 
currence of the American govern- 
ment and people, were agreed that 
in Palestine should be laid the foun- 
dations of a Jewish commonwealth. 

The delegation, headed by Judge 
Julian W. Mack, of Chicago, and in- 
cluding Louis Marshall, Dr. Stephen 
S. Wise and Bernard G. Richards, of 
New York, declared they had found 
the president sympathetic-with the 
“incontestable principle of the right 
of the Jewish people everywhere to 
equality of status.” 

He reminded them that he pre- 
viously had expressed personal ap- 
proval of the declaration of the 
British government respecting the 
historic claims of the Jews regard- 
ing Palestine. Great Britain would 
act as trustee of the new common- 
wealth on behalf of the proposed 
league of nations, according to the 
delegation. They said that organizae 
tion of a Jewish state would include 
express stipulations that nothing 
should be done which might pre- 
judice the civil and religious rights 
of non-Jewish communities in Pal- 
estine or the rights and political 
status enjoyed by Jews in any other 
country. 

The delegation presented to- the 
president a memorial,estting forth 
the present status of the Jews in 
Eastern European lands €&nd the ef- 
fect upon them of organization of 
new and enlarged states growing 
out of the war. Resolutions adopted 
by the Jewish congress in Philadel< 
phia last December also were sube., 
mitted. They set forth the guar-¥# 
antees requested by the Jews to 
secure them fundamental human, : 
rights, including civil. volitical, re- 
ligious and national equality. Im- 
action to assure the Jews 


Judge Mack, who is prestdent of 
the American Jewish congress, and 
Mr. Marshall, accompanied by Mr. 
Richards, secretary of the congress, 
will leave Soon for Eurove to join 
other members of the delegation 
sent by the congress to present 
Jewish claims to the peace confer- 
ence. Dr. Wise. who recently re- 
turned from Paris, probably will re- 
turn later.

The labor outlook, the “Victory 
loan,” further expansion of the 
country’s marvelous foreign trade 
and congressional debates on the 
league of nationg were foremost 
among the events to engage the at- 
tention of high finance. 


Failures Last Week. 


Commerical failures last week in 
the United States, as reported by R. 
G. Dun & Co. are 136, against 152 the 
mext preceding week, 131 the previ- 
ous week, and 254 the corresponding 
week last year. Failures in Canada 
mumber 11, against 16 the previous 
week, 21 the next preceding week, 
and 27 last year. Of failures in the 
United States, 44 were in the east, 
35 south, 32 west and 25 in the Pa- 
cific states, and 53 reported liabili- 
ties of $5,000 or more, against 67 
last week.

Business Is Conservative 


Progress toward better business, 
if in some branches more clearly 
distinguishable, is not of the sort 
that gives promise of immediate 
genera] reviyal. While confidence, 
in the broadest sense, has remained 
unshaken through recent months of 
inevitable economic transition, there 
is still so much of uncertainty pres- 
ent that a cautious attitude persists 
the country over, and only in iso- 
lated cases are vigorous operations 
yet being undertaken. The prevail- 
ing disposition nearly everywhere, 
in fact, is one ef limiting commit- 
ments mainly to the barest neécessi- 
ties, and the existing reluctance to 
freely anticipate forward require- 
ments, pending a further extension 
of the peace-time readjustment, 
holds nation-wide trade recovery in 
abeyance. 

For the waiting policy of buyers, 
whose potential needs are heavy, the 
explanation rests chiefly in the price 
question, but even after many weeks 
of market deflation, embracing a 
considerable range of commodities 
and in some instances of a drastic 
nature, demand continues hesitant. 
As a natural outcome of this con- 
dition, manufacturing in most lines, 
and notably in the leading eastern 
centers, has receded matérially 
from the extraordinary rate of the 
war period, and diminution of con- 
sumers’ purchasing power through 
elimination of overtime work and 
increasing employment is an influ- 
ence in retail circles. 

- Yet there are various ——: spots 
apparent, including the strong fi- 
nancial position and the exception- 
ally light commercial] mortality, and 
sentiment reflects growing opti- 
mism. as the spring season, with its 
promise of enlarging out-door ac- 
tivities, approaches. The confident 
expectation of expanding overseas 
trade, moreover, is one which is 
strengthened by latest statistics of 
exports and by the fact that a larger 
number of actual transactions are 
resulting from the foreign inquiries. 


LITTLE ACTIVITY 
IN IRON INDUSTRY; 
COPPER DECLINING 


New York, March 2.—Interest on 
the steel trade last week centered 
in Thursday’s meeting of the direc- 
tors of the American Iron and Steel 
institute. Although action was de- 
ferred on Secretary Redfield’s stab- 
ilizing plan, the trade accepted 
with evident satisfaction Judge 
Gary’s assertion that steel prices 
were being well maintained and 
also that unemployment throughout 
the country was less than had been 
estimated in reports published on 
the subject. As an indication that 
the steel industry is back on a com- 
petitive basis it has been reported 
that some shading of prices has 
been done in connection with or- 
ders for plates. 

There was little activity in the 
pig iron industry, virtually all of 
the buying being for immediate 
shipment. Consumers show some 
hesitancy at ordering for anything 
except immediate needs. This pol- 
icy is considered but natural in 
view of the fact that restricted coke 
production in the open market re- 
sulted in a general steadying of 
conditions and a lower level of 
prices. Lower coke prices have 
helped in many instances to cut 
costs of pig iron producers and this 
is considered likely to further ease 
the situation regnurding prices. Es- 
timated coke production for. the 
week ended February 22 was 223,612 
tons. The total for the current year 
to date is 1,927,748 tons compared 
with 1,822,373 in the corresponding 
period of the previous year. The 
improvement is due to better 
weather conditions. 

Copper is a routine affair in local] 

circles. Demand is a _ negligible 
quantity and as a result prices quot- 
ed by small producers have reached 
a level of approximately 15 cents 
flat. Large interests are generally 
not making quotations. On Monday 
it is expected a price will be ar- 
rived at which will cover the trans- 
fer of government-held stocks esti- 
mated at around 140,000,000 pounds, 
back to private interests. 

The lead markét continues firm at 
5.25 cents. Outside interests are 
holding for 53% cents in the belief 
that the bottom prices was reached 
at a flat 5 cents and that higher 
than current levels will be realized 
on the rebound. In sympathy with 
the increased strength in the lead 
market spelter is now showing

Two Atlanta soldiers, both of whom 
have been in action, returned here 
today as. casuals on the steatnship 
Niagara. 

One of them, Private Willard 
B. Sills, of No. 423 East Fair street, 
company Kk, 16th infantry, regulars, 
served in, France seven monthsj He 
fought through the Argonne drive 
and was fortunate enough not to be 
wounded, though half of his outfit 
were killed or wounded. 

The other, Private Jack Hirres, 
of Barney, who lived at the Pied- 
mont hotel while employed in Atlan- 
ta for five years before we entered 
the war. He enlisted at Albany, 
Ga., and-was sent to France in 1917 
with the 39th infantry, of ‘the 4th 
division of regulars. He fought in 
the Champagne, Chateau Thierry, 
in the Argonne and on the Meuse. 

At Verdun, while going over the 
top just after zero hour, he was hit 
in the right arm by a machine gun 
bullet. He continued in the advance 
for several hours. The injury be- 
came so painful that he was sent to 
a hospital for severa] days. 

Both men have been sent to Camp 
Merritt prior to being sent home.

The features in ordinary distri- 
butive trade this week are the good 
reports as to buying both at whole- 
sale and retail in the northwest, the 
more outspoken optimism visible at 
southwestern markets, the rather 
quiet trade and siow collections 
noted at the south and the slightly 
more cheerful tone of advices from 
the large eastern wholesale centers. 
Lines noting most activity are au- 
tomobiles, jewelry, millinery, gro- 
céries, agricultural implements, 
furniture and seeds, while hard- 
ware, dry goods, clothing and asso- 
ciated lines are in a secondary po- 
sition. 

In the larger lines the changes 
noted are not very great, but even 
here there is more optimism observ- 
able than was possible a while ago. 
The number of unemployed official- 
ly reported, 340,000, is not so enor- 
mous, the size and variety of the 
country’s industries considered, and 
in the textile trades, one of the poor- 
est circumstanced last fall, the ef- 
fect of drastic curtailment of recent 
production is seen in a rather bet- 
ter tone in both cotton and woolen 
goods, while settlement of a coun- 
try-wide building trade dispute and 
the flightly better reports as to the 
materials markets holds forth hope 
of a resumption of activity in cl- 
vilian construction after nearly two 
years of virtually suspended ani- 
mation. 


FOR WHOLE WEEK 
COTTON DECLINED 


Highest Prices Last 
Week Were Made on 
Opening Session, While 
the Lowest Prices Were 
Registered at Close. 


New Orleans, March 2.—The high- 
est prices last week in the cotton 
market were made on the opening 
session, while the lowest prices were 
made during the closing’ session. 
Sentiment was seriously affected by 
the contract legislation put before 
congress, so that much liquidation 
of long cotton took place and fresh 
buying was greatly restricted, in 
spite of the bullish views held by 
many traders, particularly in regard 
to the new crop. At the lowest the 
trading months showed net loses of 
8§ to 150 points, and the net change 
for- the week waSsalos of 63 to 126 
points. 

October showed more. strength 
than the old crop months, and this 
was due to the extremely unfavora- 
ble weather conditions prevailing 
in the belt. During the week -the 
market was flooded with messages 
from nearly every state in the cot- 
ton region complaining that work in 
the fields was impossible because of 
the boggy conditions of the soil. It 
was generally accepted that the new 
crop would get a very late start 
The continued agitation to decrease 
acreage was another bullish factor. 

Any and all bullish factors were 
offset by the failure to lift embargo 
restriction and renéwed attemtps at 
contract legisltion. At the highest 
leveles prices were 9 to 18 poitns 
over the close of the preceding week: 
from this the market fell 101 to 167 
points.

BY OLD GERMAN ARMY 


Coblenz, March 2.—In the opirfion 
expregsed by United States army of- 
ficers who have specialized on the 
question of demobilization and re- 


adjustment of the enemy forces, 
there no longer is any doubt about 
the complete uselessness of the 
remnants of the old German army 
now in regimental and battalion de- 
partments throughout Germany. 

The conclusions of the Americans 
are bas upon a large quantity 
of detailed information gathered 
from various sources by the army 
of occupation. 

In the American Third Army in- 
telligence bureau it is estimated 
in the summary of an expert that 
tere are approximately three hun- 
dred thousand men—mostly of 
the 1899 class—who have 4de- 
clined to volunteer for the new 
army. They comprise the old army 
of today in the depots, together 
with skelétonized staffs of many 
large and small units. 

“There is no fight in these men,” 
said the American expert today. 
“The events of the past two weeks 
have demonstrated that they are as 
useless in the suppression of inter- 
»nal disorders as they are against 

Ishevism or the Poles. One has 
only to read the newspapers of 
garrison towns and to note the ex- 
tent of tiorse-stedlings by garrisons 
and all kinds of miscellaneous hap- 
penings which would be impossible 
with disciplined troops, to become 
convinced of the present uselessness 
of the remnant of the former army. 

“Only in the improbable event of 
some great and fervent national in- 
spiration would these troops be of 
any use. It appears only a matter 
of days béfore Noske, the German 
secretary for military Rffairs, will 
wipe out the old army completely 
from further existence. It is pos- 
sible Noske may decide to rétain 
some of the staffs or other ele- 
ments in order to help the new 
army organization, however. The 
present volunteer army appears to 
number between 125,000 and 200,000 
men.” 


JO LOOMIS IS BARRED 
FOR PROFESSIONALISM 


Chicago, March 2.—Jo Loomis, 
holder of nine world’s running and 
hurdling records, tonight was sus- 
pended by the Central A. A. U. on 
charges of professionalism because 
re received money for writing a se- 
ries of articles for a newspaper on 
athletics. He will appéal to the 
National A. A. U. championship 
committee for a final ruling. Loomis 
has competed throughout the coun- 
try under the colors of the Chicago 
Athletic association.
